There is not any thing hardly of more Moment 
in. a Common - Wealth, than the Education of Chil- 
dren, and yet there' is generally nothing left more 
at Random, and beſides the Publick Care. It is the 
Cuſtom ordinarily of our Schools, which being recei- 
ved by our Anceſtours, and uſed upon'their Innocent 
Years, (that are not Senſible of their Maſters: Vice, or 
their own Injury) doespaſs uncontrouled, to commit 
to a Perſon, who hath got a- little Greek and Latin, 
and nothing elſe perhaps to live upon, and fo is choſen 
to the Office, (without any Qualification otherwiſe, 
many':times, either of real Worth, or Vertuous Life, 
it is well if it be-but ſo much as Sobriety in Age, and 
Modeft Inclinations) the Liberty to uſe ſuch a kind of 
Diſciphne over them, as:that the Spring-time of-Hu- 
manLife, (which in all other Creatures is left at the 
Greateſt Freedom to be.
